Here in 
Canada you merely throw the empty 
package into the guter, In London 
they take the package back to the 
store and have 10: more cigarettes 
put back into it. When your child 
needs some clothes you can go into 
a store and buy a warm sweater. 
You can't ‘do that in London. You 
have to count your ration tickets for 
everything you want'*o buy, even 
handkerchiefs, You housewives who 
are listening, you can'go shopping 
in the morning and buy almost any- 
thing you wish, You can’t do that in 
Britain, You can only shop at ‘the 
store at which you are rationed, You 
might'buy a can of salmon here, You 
would remember if you were in Brit- 
ain that that would have to last you 
two weeks. 

You tell your ‘grocer to wrap up 
your parcels. Wealth can't buy wrap- 
ping paper in Britain. You have to 
gave your paper and take it back to 
the store or else you will have to car- 
ry home your purchases just as they 
came off the shelf. 

When you go to your butcher to- 
morrow ask him to show you 20 cents 
worth of meat, Then look at it, See 
how much meat you have got, then 
take it home to your husband and 
gay “This is all you can have for 
just one meal,” If he eats it all for 
one meal that is equal to what they 
are allowed in Britain’ not for one 
day but for one week. 

You say when you go home at 
night “Tf am tired dnd want to go to 
bed.”

1, OPEN PILES—Where grain has 
to be piled on the ground direct from 
thresher ‘or elevating. devices, piles 
should be kept off the ground, by 
covering the earth upon which it is 
piled with straw or sheaves, thus 
preventing moisture coming in con- 
tact with the grain. This protection 
is really preferable to tar paper or 
other impervious material. When the 
latted material is used, there is a 
possibility of rain passing through 
the grain and collecting on the tar 
paper thereby damaging the. grain 
in the bottom of the pile, Piled grain 
should be left in a smooth, steep, even 
cone, If it is desirable to limit the 
size of the circumference of the pile 
this may be done by laying sheaves’ 
with the heads turned towards and 
under the grain to form a wall. If 
the sheaves are properly laid, the 
wall may be built to approximately 
two feet in height, Such piles will be 
found to incur comparatively little 
damage to grain from light rains if 
left exposed, However, they can be 
further protected by covering the 
surface with sheaves laid on in a 
shingle or thatched fashion. Such cov 
erage should be securely held in place 
by tying down with binder twine, 
wire or any other means which will 
prevent the wind from removing the 
covering, | 

2. PORTABLE GRANARIES—Far 
meres who can secure lumber may con 
struct portable granaries to provide 
additional storage space, The size 
may vary but a convenient size holds 
from 1,000 to 1,200 bushels, The de- 
tails of construction are simple, List 
of materials can be obtaned from 
practically any lumber company, and 
the farmer can construct such bins 
with his own labor. They can be built 
with or without a roof, Where the 
open bin ig used, after it has been 
filled, a few poles or cross pieces 
a roof of straw or sheaves may be 
built, or if the farmer so desires he 
may complete the granery by cover- 
ing with a shingle roof; When a temp 
orary roof is put on a bin, care should 
be taken to have it euffiently over- 
hang the walls to prevent rain from 
gaining access ‘to the grain..If the 
farmer has two or more portable 
granaries he may create additional 
space by placing the granaries side 
by side—14 to 16 feet apart, and 
boarding up the space between. There 
fore material for only two walls will 
be required to create additional space. 
A roof of straw. or sheaves may be 
used to cover the grain. If a farmer 
has four portable graneries, he may 
place each granary at the corner of 
@ square, each granary to be placed 
14 to 16 feet apart—-the doors facing 
outwards, The outer spaces betweenn 
the granaries are then boarded up in 
a manner sufficiently strong to retain 
the grain. If such space is provided, 
it is important that the granaries be 
filed before theenclosure, The disad- 
yantage of such arangement is that 
it limits the possibility ofthreshing 
all the grain direct into portable gran 
aries.

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REPAIRING FARM. MACHINERY 
~ (Experimental Farm News) 
As a result of the increasing dif- 


ficulty in obtaining new equipment 
and replacement parts, it is more im- 


portant than ever to keep farm mach |, 


ines in good state of repair, The 
machines in use at present may have 
to be used much longer than brigin- 
ally intended, This means that they 
will have to be given more care when 
in operation, as well as having worn 
inefficient parts replaced before they 
cause damage to other parts working 
near them, says W.T, Burns, Dom- 
inion Experimental Station, Melfort, 
Saskatchewan. 


Though geldom done, the best 
time to over-haul the farm machines 
iy a the end of the season’s work. All 
the troubles which occurred in oper- 
ation during the sumfner are fresh 
in mind and can be corrected. By the 
following spring most of these may 
have been forgotten, and it will take 
more time to do the job right, Work 
which cannot be done on the farm 
should be taken to the repair shop 
in the fall, where it can be done dur- 
ing slack period. This will obviate 
delay in the spring, and there is the 
possibility of getting better work If 
parts which must be replaced are or- 
dered at this time, they will probably 
be obtained before they are needed 
for use. 


In over-hauling machinery, all 
bearings, axles, and similar parts 
subject to wear should be taken ap- 
art and examined carefully, Any 
parts which are not likely to work 
well for another full season should 
be replaced, The other parts should 
be thoroughly cleaned. Particular 
notice should be paid to the lubricat- 
ing facilities to see that they are in: 
good order, Parts which run in the 
ground such as the cultivator shov- 
els and discs should also be examined. 
Those that are cracked or badly worn 
should be replaced, while others may 
require sharpening to insure the best 
results for the following season, — 

While at the end of the season, re- 
pairing machinery may not appear to 
be a particularly attractive work, it 
will help avoid delays in the field, 
now that new parts are not as easy

Of course, We all need meat, Ber- 
nard Shaw to the contrary, So some- 
times whdn you can get it, give the 
whole family a treat. Meat pie, where 
the meat is supplemented by well 
cooked vegetables and coverea with 
a flaky pastry crust goes much ‘fur- 
ther than the same meat cooked by 
itself, Try rolling sausages in pastry 
érust and baking them. Two will 
take the place of four. 

And here’s a tip — we're shipping 
hams and bacon to Great Britain who 
needs them desperately. Did you 
know that leaves us with a tremend- 
ous surplus of pork liver and kidney?

PREPARING BEA FOR WINTER 
(Mixpertmental Farm News) 

Strong coldhies of young bees, 
plenty of wholesome stores (40-45 
Tb.) and ion from the cold are 
the essential factors to successful 
wintering, 
keeper, Dominion Mxperiifiental Stat- 
ion, Fredericton, NB. 

To prodicé strong colonies of 
young bees, each colony sot only 
should be provided with young’ fertile 
queens eatly in the autumn, but the 
brood chamber should have sufficient 
cophb Space for ‘maximum brood pro- 
duction, When a congested state, of 
the brood charhber exists, by the 
cdinbs being filled with Honey or pol, 
len, it may be ‘rectified by the bee- 
keeper by replacing four or five of 
the full combs with empty ones of 
special selection. 

Colonies to be in prime condition 
for wintering should have enough 
bees to. cover nine or ten standard 
Langastroth frames. Weak colonies 
should be united with those of med- 


jum strength by placing the weaker 


one on top, separated by a thickness 
of newspaper, the poorer. queen be- 
ing killed in colony to be united. 

Every colony should be provided 
with forty or forty-five pounds of 
wholesome stores, if wintered outside 
in caseg,and eight to ten pounds jess 
if wintered in cellars. Sugar syrup, 
made by dissolving two parts of 
white granulated sugar in one part 
of boiling water (either by weight 
or volume) makes ideal winter stores 
and may be used to supply all or 
part of stores required, As stores de- 
rived from sugar syrup contain less 
waste material than do most kinds of 
natufal stores, colonies fed on it are 
leag Mable to develop dysentry, If 
natural stores are used, clover honey 
should be the beekeeper’s choice, 
Honey gathered from wild asters and 
goldenrod should be avoided, in fact 
most of the late gathered honey is 
undesireable for feeding. To ascertain 
the amount of sugar required to feed 
a given colony, the colony should be 
Weighed (Jess the hive cover) and its 
.| weight subtracted from seventy-five 
or eighty pounds, dependent on 
strength of colony, The result obtain- 
td will be the number of pounds of 

feo to be made into syrup the col- 
; ies. To avoid robbing, feeding should 
be done in late afternoon, 

If bees are to’ be wintered success- 
fully some protection from the cold 
should be provided, Single, double 
and quadruple cases are the bee- 

| keepers’ choice for outside wintering, 
| while those who practise inside win- 
tering use dark, well ventilated cel- 
lars maintaining a fairly uniform 


temperature of 40 to 50 degrees Fah- | 


renheit. If outside wintering is ad- 
opted, the colonies should be packed 
before being fed. Four inches of dry 
planer shavings placed on the bottom 
and around the sides and ends of case 
furnish insulation. During late Oct- 
ober, a cushion of planer shavings, 
approximately eight inches in. thick- 
ness, should be placed over every 
packed colony after regular metal 
cover has been removed.
